Location  and  How  to  Reach  Us 

Our  Nurseries  are  located  in  the  town  of  Flushing,  the  oldest  nursery 
center  of  America,  ten  miles  from  the  center  of  New  York  City,  from  which 
point  we  are  reached  by  trains  on  the  North  Shore  Division  of  the  Long 
Island  Railroad  from  Pennsylvania  Station,  Thirty-third  Street  and  Seventh 
Avenue,  to  Broadway  Station,  or  by  trolley  from  Fifty-ninth  Street  and 
Queensboro  Bridge  to  Twenty-second  Street  and  Franconia  Ave.,  Flushing. 

Visitors  from  the  South  Shore  and  Eastern  Long  Island  and  Brooklyn 
will  change  at  Jamaica  to  the  Flushing  trolley,  getting  off  at  Twenty- 
second  Street  and  Franconia  Avenue  and  walking  one-half  mile  directly 
east  to  our  office. 

We  have  also  established  a nursery  at  Albertson,  on  the  main  road 
between  Mineola  and  Roslyn,  and  accessible  from  both  places  by  motor  bus 
which  passes  our  property. 

Shipping  Directions 

Customers  are  requested  to  give  careful  and  explicit  shipping  directions. 
When  no  such  directions  are  given,  we  will  use  our  best  judgment.  After 
delivery  to  carriers  goods  travel  at  purchaser’s  risk  and  expense,  and  in  the 
event  they  are  lost  or  unduly  delayed  claims  must  be  made  to  the  trans- 
portation companies.
